Q I R, by my laſt letters I aduertiſed you of the ſafe 
ariuall of ourarmie 1n Britanie,the third of May, 
continewingaboutthe Abbay of Beauporta wecke, 
for thearming ofthe ſouldicrs, mountung theartil 
lerie and marfalin our Campe. "The tenth,webe- 
gan our march, and lodged with out troupes before 
Guingand the 13. Since which time, through the 
wonderful paines and continuall trauel of SirI o n v 
No a n « r s our L.Generall,the towne is rendered 
tothePrince D'o wc n = s,lonne to the Duke M o u- 
?xx31zx of thehouſe of Burbon , Gouernour of 
Britanie for the King, The reporte whereof may 
ſeeme ſtraunge to you, for we our ſelues do wond 
at it,conſidering the ſtrength of the place by arteand 
nature, and how greatly the conſeruation therof 
imported Philibert Emanuel , Dukt <Mercurie of the 
houſe of Yaudemonta collaterall branch of Lorrayne, 
Gouemour of Britaniefor thoſe rebellious 
who murthered his brother inlaw the late king his 
. owne fiſters husband ; as well in regarde of his ho- 
nour and reputation,as of his profitand peculiar in- 
rereſt,the rowne being his proper inheritance, in the 
right of his wife Marie daughter and heire to Seb«- 
ftian Dake of Ponthiewre, whole father Francis Vicount 
CHartigns 


- ſeruiceinBritanie, 
Martigues of the houſe of Laxembwre attained 
territories in Britanie, marrying Charlotte Mer any 
heire of /ohnde Brofe who deſcended of the houſe of 
Ponthieare a collateral line of the Dukes of Briranie. 
The duke CHercwie notwithſtanding hee was thus 

| intereſſed in the town of Guingand wan- 
ting neither ſufficient gariſon,munition or victuals, 
hauing Den 1oan de Lagala ina readineſſe with foute 
thouſand Spaniards at Pontigny beſides his owne 
troupes: yet ſuffered this tble place to bee loſt 
without blowes ypon diſhonourable and baſe con- 
ditions,whereby we may ſechow God rebatcth the 
edge of rebels harts,daunteth their courages and ran- 
ucrſeth their actions with his byblows or vnlooked- 
for counterbutfes. 

Thattheparticularitics of the matter may bee 
berter knowne vnto you, you are to vnderſtand that 
the town of Gzineand is ſtrongly waled ronnd about 
muironed with a ditch and a deepe counter- 
ſcarfe, extending it in length from the South 
Southeaſt;tro the North Norwelt. Vpon the South 
endofthe town where was fomertimes an old caſtle, 
there is nowa very bulwarke with three Flan- 

kers, and in the middeft thereof a Cauallero which 

commandeth the whole towne. Not farre from it 

Eaſtwarde is the gate of the towne, of it ſelfe verie 

ſtrong,and before ira veric great Raxehn within the 

counterſcarfe of the ditch : at the bottom whereof 
there is a moſt daintie Sathe,inſomuch as a thouſand 
men may iſluc outatthe fame, and not one bee dif- 
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covered ynuill their heades appeare abouethe coun- 
terſcarfe. And aboue them are two drawne briges for 
the Saliants,the one for horſe,the other for foote, & 
right before the Raxeling is a pretie conceited T urne. 
pike or Barricads to checkethe throng and multitude 
of purſuers. From this place Northwarde the wall is 
embowedlikea horne with three Flankers vpon it, 
and ſo ranforced within with carth.as it is accounted 
aTerra-pleyn.The Welt hath a verydeepe ditch ful of 
water: neither could any aproch be made that way 
by rcaſon of the marriſhis. The North end of the 
rowne hath manie Flankersand a deepe ditch, yet 
ſomcwhardrie &faſt by an Abbey of Icopins which 
the villaines them ſclues pulled for the moſt part 
downe, leſt it ſhould anie way diſtreſſe the towne, 
ſanding within leſſe then cightic paces of the towne 
wall. Notwithſtanding this their prouident malice, 
the rebels left as much ſtanding for vs as ſerued to 
Cut _ —_ ab wo Generall haui 
ui atthis part of the towne was fi 
- — a hes to the quite contra- 
ric parte thereof, asat the South parte hee cauſed 
trenches to be caſt, and paſſages to be made through 
the walles of old houſes, euen to the yeric counter- 
ſcarfe of theditch, along trench was likewiſe caſt ve- 
rie ncare the walles of the Eaſt fide of the towne,and 
in the middeſt therof a platforme of earth to be crec- 
ted to ſome reaſonable height,as if th6 canon ſhould 


haue beene placed there: inthe meane timeall traud

nerals direction, neareto the entended breach, and 
the waies made for the bringingand dreſſing of the 
laces fit for the Canon to play vpon,which was per- 
ormed in ſo good ſorte as that by the 20. day of this 
moneth our artillerie was brought downe to the 7a- 
copines cloiſter, and there placed within lcfle then an 
hundreth paces of the wall. And this was one of our 
oreatcſt combars both in reſpec oftrauel & hazard, 
to both which how my L.did expoſe himſelfe trucly 
I could not but wonder,andin my harc was angry to 
ſceit,and yet ifhe had not ſo hazarded himſelte,I did 
partly perceiue that little woulde haue beene done. 
_-. Onfrydaythe 21, webegan our batterie, and 
notwithſtanding itcontinued all the day, yet by rea- 
ſon of the few peececs of artillerie, not "ble to make 
ſutfcient bantcrie,the daycs worke brought forth no 
ercat effeR other then the cruſhing of two Flankers, 
andthe beating of the perrepet, othat the breach 
was very ſmall andthe ſame fo repaired continually 
| bythe ſouldiers and inhabitants within thg, towne, 
maintaining the rampartwith fetherbeds,horſedung 
and bags of carth almoſt to the loweſt part of their 
rrepet.: 'Fhe next day vericearely once againe wee 
cn continuedityntiltwoorthree 
of the clocke in the aftes noone, by what time the 
breach ſeemed veriefaire. Whereupon the Frencly 
tumor vrgedverichotelytoan aſſault, and fo impor- 
tuned the Prince D'ombes that he conſented thereun- 
tb. . Our Generall althoughhe was hardly drawne 
to yceld his conſent, vnderſtanding by a Sergean b 
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of a band whom hehadſene to diſcouer the breach, 
thattherentrenchmentwithin was exceeding deepe, 
and the mountingvpthe breach yay ; ſliding 
and difficult, buteſpecially becauſe the myne wasnot 
fo forwarde to beanſwerabletothebreach: notwith- 
ſtanding ſeeing theFrench men offering to attempe 
theplaceofthem ſelues which had becne ſome dif. 
cevntovs, yeelded to their humor, and moſt in- 
tly demaunded thepointeandhonour of the af: 
fulttortheEngliſh men,whichbeing graunted con- 
ditionally that they ſhoulde bee ſeconded by the 
French. Suchwastheemulationofourcommanders 
and Captaines towinne honour, that all being wil- 
ling toattempttheſeruice, to auoide contention our 
Generall cauſed the dicetobee caſt, fo thatit fell to 
CE Iacxson and Captaine Hz non to 
leadethefirſt two hundreth to the aſſault, which af- 
i Cod, they pe fined ere walls Frankly 
ro ed verie , Icrambli 
vp with a =. reſolution, fanding a ons hal 
houreatthepuſh of the pike in the face of a whole 
ſtormeof rhe ſinallſhot, eſpecially Captaine I a c x- 
s o x who came to thepoint of the breach, but not 
beingchroughtyſecondedbythe fouldiers vnable to 
get vp by reaſon of the ſteepenes of the place, yet 
werethey hardly commanded to retire, ing 
their retraite with no lefſe good order then their at- 
tempttothe aſſault, Captaine H » x o  receiued a 
ſhot intherhroate, whercof he preſently dyed, and 
notaboucrwelueothers (laine: Captaine Ia c x - 4

fore hurt. Captaine Wor » x inthe top of the 
breach had three daungerous woundesin the head, 
andothers in his body : Captaine Catzszrs a 
voluntarie gentleman fore hurtin the arme. Alſo 
Captaine W x 1 TT o x and Maiſter Paw Wingfeeld 
with ſome other yonge gentlemen to the number 
of 30. Which lofle can not be thought great in ſuch 
a pecce of ſeruice, conſidering the great ſtrengrh 
within to defend the place. The ſecond attempt was 
given by the Baron of Hola Collonel generall of 
the French infanterie in theſe partes, and very well 
anſwered by himſelfe, and ſome few of the French 
gentlemen, bnt the common fſouldiers aduancing 
them ſelues coldly to the breach, recciued the greater 
hurt,and by that occaſion were ſlaine of them many 
morethen of our nation. Some others ſtraight pre- 
ſented thetnſelues for a third aſſault, but the breach 


| being found ſo'difficult,and reſiſtance within ſtrong 


and well prepared, itwas aduiſed to ſtay vnrill the 
next day that the battery had made the breach more 
cafie.During thetime oftheaſſault Captaine D x x- 
x 1s abrauegentleman being ſent with ſome forces 
to make offer of a {calado to one other part of the 
towne aduancing himfelfe too farre,receiued a Muſ- 
ketſhot in the botrome of his bellie,wherot he dyed 
about twelue ofthe clocke the ſame night. Thar 
night choſe within demandeda Parley,which being 


accorded, certaine depurics out ofthe rowne _ 


red the next morning tothe Prince Dombes, and in 
theend grew to a capitularion, the copie'whereot

moreaduantagerathePrince, if he had pleaſed to 
haue inſiſted vponit: but being glad to recouer the 
towne, which is ſaideto be the ſtrongeſtin Britanie, 
except Nantesand Dinant: withall doubting leaſt the 
Duke Merewry: with the helpe of Dor Iuan:de Zagula 
ſhould come to the ſuccour of the towne, ( which 
it is likelye had beene pertormed, if the French 


had beene in-ſo.good readines as the Spaniardes) he 


woulde not treate anie long agreement. . Bur all 
thinges beingaccorded'onboth ſtdes, on Whitſon- 
day the towne wasſurrendered into: the handes 'of 
Monſieur Cargomart appointed - goucrnour for the 
Prince. And Captaine G an 6 a w-r o x which. be- 
fore held the place for the Duke Mercurie, with one 
other named Cprtary, ſentby the Duke Merrierie to 
aſſiſtthe other, departed the towne the '24..of May, 
with anhundredandtwentie/horſe, andabour two 
hunarethandſixtie foot, in all mens iudgementable 
and ſtrong enough to haue kept the placefor a much 
longer time., We had inthe towne foure Enfignes,, 
one Cornet,one Cannon Perrier, one Demy.Cul- 
nering, and (ixe Sacres and Minions, two: thouſand 
waightof pouder, and great ſtore of vidtuals. The 
hauing ofthis towne greatly importettrtheKing, for 
ina mannerall baſe Britaine doth depend vpon it. 
The Courtes of Parlement, which was 0 ily 
held at Reynes. were: bythe rebellious Leaguers 


wansferred.to Guinigend which argueth in. what elti-

mation they held the ſtrengthof the towne . Thus 
hauel plainlyand truly reported the ſeruice of Guin- 
gand.and I perceive our Generall meanerh to enter- 
taineys inaction, for we are prefemly to march a- 

ainſt Morlays a rebellioustowne coaſting vpor: the 
Fowhenb Iamenforced to leauemy penns, and 
berake my ſUke to the launce, for the tromper ſoun-
